New York, June 3.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Although it cannot be said that 
the Germans, in their new offensive, 
have been definitely stopped, there 
is, nevertheless, a marked diminution 
in the Speed with which they started 
out, and their gains since Saturday 
have been relatively small when com- 
pared with those of previous days. 

And, according to the accounts of un- 
official observers, wherever they. have 
been able since the stiffening of the 


allied lines to attain new positionsrs- 


an exorbitant price in lives has been 
exacted from them. So great have 
been the casualties suffered that the 
Prussian guards division, the “pride 
of the German crown prince,’* is de- 
clared to have been withdrawn from 
the battle. 

Particularly hard fighting aagin has 
been in progress between Soissons and 
Chateau Thierry, where the Germans 
are endeavoring to push further for- 
ward to Paris, but not alone have the 

-French troops almost everywhere suc- 
cessfully withstood the onslaught, but 
on several sectors themselves have 
taken the initiative and gained ground, 
As a whole, the situation along this 
line is relatively unchanged. 


FRESH, UNITS 
FOR THE ALLIES. 


The German war office at last has 
admitted that the allied line on the 
west has been reinforced by fresh units, 
but it asserts that they have not been 
able to hold the positions to which 
they were assigned. Nevertheless, the 
fact is patent from an observation of 
the war maps that almost everywhere 
in this region the German line, for the 
moment at least, is being hard held. 

From Chateau Thierry eastward 
along the Marne and thence to Rheims 
the situation is virtually unchanged 
from that of Sunday. The enemy now 
holds the seuthern bank of the Marne 
for a distance of about 15 miles, but 
as yet he has made no serious endeavor 
to cross the stream. 

The news of what it has cost the 
German armies in men killed, wound- 
ed or made prisoner in the present 
battle is reaching Germany through a 
no less authoritative source than the 
semi-official Nord Deutsche Allge- 
meine Zeitung. This journal prints a 
letter from a German colonel at the 
front who urges the. people to bear 
their losses with patience and confi- 
dence. 

Little fighting aside from the usual 
small affairs between raiding parties 
is taking place on the Flanders front. 
The British have carried out successful 
raids on several sectors and taken 
nearly 300 prisoners.

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Injunctions Restraining the 
Government From Putting 
Law Into Effect Sustained 
by the Court. 


FOUR JUSTICES VOTED 
TO SUSTAIN THE LAW 


Majority Opinion Holds 
That Production of Arti- 
cles Intended for Inter- 
state Commerce Is Matter 
of Local Regulation. 


Washington, June 3.—The federal 
child labor law of 1916 forbidding in- 
terstate shipment of products of child 
labor was today declared unconstitu- 
tiomal and invalid by the supreme 
court. 

Injunctions restraining the govern- 
ment from putting the statute into ef- 
fect and restraining a Charlotte, N. C., 
cotton mill from discharging children 
employed by it were sustained by the 
court. ; 

Semmary of Majerity Opinion. . 

In deciding the case Justice Day, 
who rendered the opinion, said: 

“Over interstate transportation or its 
incidents, the regulatory power of con- 
gress is ample, but the production of 
articles, intended for interstate com- 
merce, is a matter of local regulation. 

“If it were otherwise, all manufacture 
intended for interstate shipment would 
be brought under federal control to the 
practical exclusion of the authority of 
the states, a result certainly not con- 
templated by the framers of the con- 
stitution when they vested in congress 
the authority to regulate commerce 
among the states. 

“The grant of power to congress over 
the subject of interstate commerce was 
to enable it to regulate such commerce, 
and not to give it authority to control 
the states in their exercise of the police 
power over local trade and manufacture. 

“That there should be limitation upon 
the right to employ children in mines 
and factories in the interest of their 
own and the public welfare, all will ad- 
mit. That such employment is generally 
deemed to require regulation is shown 
by the fact that the brief of counsel 
states that every staté in the union has 
a law upon the subject, limiting the 
right to thus employ children. 

Interpreting the Constitution. 

“In interpreting the constitution it 
must never be forgotten that the na- 
tion is made up of states to which are 
entrusted the powers of local govern- 
iment. And to them and to the people 
the powers not expressly delegated to 
the national government are reserved. 

“The power of the states to regu- 
late their purely internal affairs by 
such laws as seem wise to the local 
authority is inherent and has never 
been surrendered to the general gov- 
ernment. To sustain this statute would 
not be in our judgment a recognition 
of the lawful exertion of congressional 
authority over interstate commerce, 
but would sanction an invasion by the 
federal power of the control of a mat- 
ter purely local in its character, and 
over which no authority has been, dele- 
gated to congress in conferring the 
power to regulate commerce among the 
states. 

“The act is a two-fold sense and is 
repugnant ‘Yo the constitution. It not 
only transcends the authority delegated 
to congress Over commerce, but also ex- 
erts a power as to a purely local mat- 
ter to which the federal authority does 
not extend. If congress can thus reg- 
ulate matters entrusted to local au- 
thority by prohibition of the movement 
of commodities in interstate commerce, 
all freedom of commerce would be at 
am end, and the power of the states 
over local matters will be eliminated, 
and thus our system of government be 
practically destroyed.” 

Four Justices Dissent. 

In the dissenting opinion in which 
Justices McKenna, Brandeis and Clark 
concurred, Justice Holmes declared en- 
actment of the law came clearly within 
the powers of congress. 

“The act does not meddle with any- 
thing belonging to the states,” said 
Justice Holmes. “They may regulate 
their internal affairs and their do- 


mestio, commerce as ye f like. But 
when*they seek to sénd their products 
across the state line they 
longer within their rights.

Washington, Jume 3.—Death among 
the expeditionary forces as a resuit of 
accident, suicide, homicidal attack and 
military execution hereafter will be 
included in the casualty lists under 
the heading “accidents and other 
causes,” Secretary Baker announced to- 
day after consulting his advisers as to 
whether the exact cause of death 
should be made public in each case. 
Officials were unanimously against 
such action, holding that it would 
humiliate unnecessarily the friends and 
relatives of men who die as a result 
of their own misconduct.

for a fight. Only ships that could not 
hit back have been attacked. The only | 
one of half a score of vessels probably | 
sent to the bottom that had any real ' 
military value in ships or cargo, was an 
oil fanker. 

Up to a late hour tonight the destruc- 
tion of five sailing craft and the tanker 
Herbert L. Pratt was the record of 
losses officially reported to the navy 
department. The fate of the coastwise 
liner Carolina, which reported by wire- 
less yesterday she was being shelled, 
was still unknown. The crews of some 
of the craft destroyed have been 
brought into port with a story of eleven 
days’ imprisonment aboard an enemy 
submarine. 

During that period scores of troop 
and supply ships have gone in and out 
on the business of crushing the Ger- 


man army in France. The U-boat found 
no weak link in the chain of armed 
craft that guarded them. 

Secretary Daniels went to the capitol 
during the day to tell members of the 
house naval committee that the raid 
was designed to frighten the American 
people into demanding the return of 
war vessels from the other side. He 
gave assurance that congress need have 
no apprehension as to protection of the 
American coast, and that there would 
be mo recall of forces from the war 
zone, 

Daniels Summarizes Situation. 

Tonight Mr. Daniels summarized the 
information reaching the department as 
follows:

“Jacob M. HaskeN, schooner, 1,362 
tons, hailing from Boston, sailing for 
Norfolk; 11 in crew, no passengers.

“Hattie Dunn, of Rockland, Maine: 
net tonnage 365; in ballast sailing for 
Charleston. 

“Edward H. Cole, of Boston: tonnage 
1,395; in ballast bound for Norfolk: 
crew 11. 

“Herbert L. Pratt, steamship oil 
tanker; sunk about 5 miles south of 
Overfalls, Hghtship, off the Delaware 
coast; 38 on board, 37 of the crew 
rescued and landed at Lewes. 

“The crew of the above named vesseis 
were rescued. 

“It appears that the schooner Edna, 
which was found bottom side up sev- 
eral days ago and towed into Lewes, 
Delaware, was also a victim of the sub- 


marine. The crew of the Edna have 
been landed at New York. The master 
of the Winneceonne picked up the crew 
of the Hattie Dunn. 

“Nothing further has been heard from 
the steamship Carolina, which sent out! 
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submarine Sunday afternoon, 60 miles 
off the coast. The crew of 36 men 
landed here tonight. ‘ aiid 
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New York, Juné 3.—Nine America 
vessels were known tonight to have 
been sunk Dy German submarines off 
the north Atlantic coast since May 25. 

The largest to fall prey to the raid- 
ers, which are seeking to prevent the 
sailing of transports with troops for 
the battlefields of France, was the 
New York and Porto Rico liner Caro- 
lina of 8,000 tons, which was attacked 
Sunday night about 125 miles south- 
east of Sandy Hook. The fate of her 
220 passengers and crew of 130, who 
took to the boats when shells began 
to fall about the vessel, was unknown 
late tonight, but there was hope they 
had been picked up by some passing 
ship or would reach shore safely in 
the small boats. Not a life was lost 


in the sinking of the other ships, ac- . 


cording to late reports tonight. 
Besides the Carolina the known vic- 
tims of the U-boats are the Atlantic 
Refining company tanker Herbert L. 
Pratt, the steamship Winneconnie, of 
1,800 tons, and six schooners, the larg- 
est of which were the Hauppauge, a 
new ship of 1,000 tons, and the Edward 
H. Cole. The crew of these eight ves- 
sels have been landed at Atlantic ports. 
Reports prought ashore by the sur- 
vivors indicated that the Winneconnie 
and nearly all the schooners were sunk 
by the same U-boat, which had been 
lurking in the path of shipping off 
the New Jersey coast and the Delaware 
Cape since late last month.

Warships Hunt Submarines. 

Scores of United States warships 
were ranging the waters off the north 
Atlantic coast tonight in search of the 
German submarines which made their 
long-expected attack on American 
shipping in home waters late yester- 
day afternoon. 

Out of the flood of reports which 
swept through the maritime district 
after the Associated Press first flash- 
ed the news that two cruiser sub- 
marines were operating 75 miles south- 
east of the Highlands of New Jersey, 
the facts stood out: 

The steamship Carolina, of the New 
York and Porto Rico Steamship com- 
peny, has been sunk. Nothing is 
known of the fate of the 220 passen- 
gers and crew of 130 who took to the 
boats when the underwater craft be- 
Zan shelling the liner. 

The schooner Edward H. Cole, of 
Boston, has been sunk by bombs and 
Captain H. J. Newcomb, of Boston, with 
his crew of ten have been rescued in 
the boat which they were given an 
opportunity to escape.

The Clyde line officials were wor- 
ried tonight about the safety of the 
steamship Mohawk, of that line, which 
left an Atlantic port yesterday after- 
noon with approximately 250 passen- 
germ No word had been received from 
her today, and it was considered possi- 
ble she may have been in the path of 
the enemy submarines.

The Savannah line steamship City of 
Columbus is reported to have been 
sunk, but no definite news of her fate 
has been received. Survivors of U-boat 
attacks were brought to an Atlantic 
port tonight on a steamship which 
picked them up from small boats. Their 
depositions were taken by government 
officials and they were held in commu- 
nicado. . 

Some of them had been kept prison- 
er several days aboard the submarine 
and then turned adrift in a small boat. 
All were picked up by a coast liner. 

A government aviator in a hydroplane 
that alighted near Beach Haven, N. J., 
reported that thirty-five miles off shore 
he had sighted three life boats filled 
with persons pulling slowly toward the 
coast and had seen other life boats 


‘floating about empty. 


The Atlantic Refining company tank- 
er Herbert L. Pratt, was sunk four 
miles off Cape Henlopen, Del, by a 
submarine. The crew was landed at 
Lewes, Del. 

It was learned authoritatively that no 
attacks have been made on American 
transports off the American coast. All 
ships were held in ports along the 
coast, however, as a precaution. 

There were reports that as many as 
fifteen vessels had fallen prey to the 
raiders, but there was no verification 
of them. There also were unconfirmed 
reports of battles between warships 
and submarines. 


Fear for Those on Carolina. 


Fear was felt for the fate of the 350 
persons aboard the Carolina, a vessel 
of 8,000 tons, running between Porto 
Rico and an Atlantic port. An S. O. S. 
call sent by the steamship at 7 o’clock 
last night said she was being shelled 
by a German submarine and that pas- 
sengers and crew had taken to the 
boats. Officers of the company as- 
sume she was sunk, but have no defi- 
nite information to that effect. They 
place her position at the time she was 
attacked at from 125 to 150 miles 
southeast of Sandy Hook.

Two submarines attacked the Edward

of one of the submarines then boarded 
the schooner in a small boat and gave 
the crew ten minutes to leave the ship.

The crew of the Edward H. Cole was 
subsequently picked up by an Ameri- 
can auxiliary naval vessel, brought to 
an Atlantic port last night and thence 
sent here by train. They were taken 
in charge by navy officials. 

The auxiliary vessel carrying the Ed- 
ward H. Cole’s crew was pursued by 
the submarine but escaped by taking 
refuge in the Atlantic port. 

At least one large merchant steam- 
ship gave battle to a German subma- 
rine off the coast of New Jersey yester- 
day, according to members of the crew 
of the schooner Edward H. Cole. The 
submarine was the victor in this fight, 
and later the same U-boat destroyed 
another big steamship, after several 
hours of firing, in -the same vicinity. 

For 24 hours prior to the Cole’s de- 
struction at 4 p.m. on Sunday when 75 
miles off Highlands Light, N. J., the 
crew saw an unusual amount of wreck- 
age. The sea from this point to the 
shore also was filled with wreckage, 
the rescued crew reported. 

The submarine which sank the Cole, 
the crew said, was the largest they 
had ever seen.

Captain New- 
icomb, of the Cole, said to Captain Hart, 
of the Bristol: “Don’t stop to pick us 
(up. Beat it quick or that submarine 
/will get you.” The U-boat meanwhile 
moving toward the Bristol, but 
Captain Hart declined to depart with- 
out first rescuing the Cole’s crew. 

Six of the latter, together with the 
nine firemen on the Bristol, went to 
the Bristol’s fire room and coal holds 
and for the first time in its voyage the 
Bristol is said to have made 17 knots 
an hour, as compared with her normal 
nine knots. The Bristol escaped by 
reaching shallow water, into which the 
U-boat could not go. 

Samuelson said that prior to the ap- 
‘pearance of the U-boat about 4 p. m. 
Sunday the crew had observed so much 
floating wreckage that he was not as- 
tonished when what he thought at first 
to be an American destroyer proved to 
be a German submarine. Two hundred 
yards off, after circling twice around 
the Cole the U-boat’s captain hailed the 
Cole, which had been making only 36 
miles in twelve hours, because of lack 
wind, on her voyage from Norfolk, Va., 
to Portland ,Maine. A submarine officer,

They set a sun course for 
New York, passed through fresh wreck- 
age—which they took to be evidence of 
other victims—and were nedriy run 
down at dusk by an unidentified steam- 
ship which failed to observe them. 
After proceeding another five miles 
they saw an armed steamship open fire 
on the U-boat, which had not left the 
vicinity of the Cole’s crew. The sub- 
marine at once gave battle and this 
duel terminated with the destruction 
of the merchantman, as the latter dis- 
appeared in a manner to 
was sunk. 

The Cole’s crew continued to row, 
with the U-boat still discernible, and 
presently heavy firing was heard and 
another steamship was observed to be 
the object of attack. This vessel, too, 
was believed by the Cole’s crew to have 
been sunk. 


Held Eight Days on Submarine. 


Captain Holbrook, of the Hattie 

Dunn, whose home is at Tenants Har- 
bor, Maine, told the following story of 
how he and his men had been kept 
prisoners for eight days on the sub- 
marine: 
- “We left New York for Charleston in 
ballast on May 23, and when, two days 
later, we were about fifteen miles 
south of Winter Quarters  lightship, 
bowling along under an 8-knot breeze, 
I heard a shell pass near the vessel. 
Then came another shell, which fell 
perhaps a quarter of a mile away. 

“I was not mre | much notice, be- 
cause I believed the vegsel, which I 
saw about two miles away, was an 
American submarine at target prac- 
tice. A third shell exploded close by 
us on the weather quarter, came with- 
in 200 yards, and I saw that she was 
flying the two-code letters, ‘A. B 
meaning ‘Stop immediately.’ 


“From a staff at the rear end of the. 


superstructure fluttered a small flag of 
the imperial German navy. An officer 
and three men came over in a small 
boat, not over 12 feet long. In perfect 
English, the officer told us to get into 
our boats and that we had but ten 
minutes allotted us to get clear of our 
vessel.

“They destroyed Captain Sweeney's 
fine new schooner, after ordering him 
and his crew to take to their boats, and 
within an half hour both crews were 
on board the submarine and both the 
small boats had been placed on the sub- 
marine’s deck and lashed down. 

“We were kept below for. several 
hours, until the ‘submarine pieked up 
Captain Gilmore and the Edna at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. Then, I guess 
the commander thought he had done 
a good day’s work, for he was in ex- 
cellent humogy and told us comptains 
that we could go on deck and have a 
smoke. He did not extend liberty to 
the others that day, but later they got 
their chance once in‘'a while. 

“We submerged many times during 
the first three days on board and to a 
man like myself, who is not used to it, 
it was an unpleasant experience. 

“Of course we had many experiences, 
and I shall not forget Monday, May 27, 
when we had our dinner, with the sub- 
marine lying on the bottom in 28 fath- 
ams of water. The commander told us 
it took 45 secondsto submerge the boat, 
and there were times when I could hear 
them using their wireless.

The cradle of Christianity is Arme- 
nia. Her story is the most tragic in 
human history. For sixteen centuries, 
in the face of the cruelist persecutions, 
her people have been aithful unto 
death. Not Serbia, nor Poland, nor 
Belgium, but Armenia furnishes the 
war’s most horrible chapter. The Mos- 
lem world in general refused to answer 
the call for a holy war, but the at- 
tempt to exterminate the Armenians 
has been to the Turks a holy crusade. 

The great offense of the Armenians 
is that they are Christians, and the 
German kaiser uttered not one word 
of protest when his Moslem ally sought 
to destroy this Christian race.

Patrel Fleets Are Active. 


| Meanwhile department reports from 
naval districts along the whole Atlan- 
tic coast showed feverish activity 
among patrol fleets.

Around the war and navy depart- 
ments there was little evidence of ex-

agency for protection of the coast in 
motion. There was little to do but 
{transmit to the district commanders all 
information received. 

At first, as the reports of sinking 
began coming in, there was talk of 
U-boat fleets attempting to block every 
embarkation port ta-prevent American 
reinforcements from reaching the bat- 
tle front. As the tale of sinkings un- 
folded, however, it became probable 
that not more than one or two raiders 
were at work, and that the operations 
for yesterday and today were confined 
to a narrow zone off the New Jersey 
shore. Later came the landing of the 
men held prisoner for days on the 
U-boats and confirmation of previous 
.rumors that three derelict schooners 
/picked up off the Virginia capes nearly 
,& week ago had been wrecked by an 
lenmemy submarine. That disclosed the 
\fact that the enemy had been lurking 
‘60 or 70 miles off the coast for prob- 
jably two weeks at least, hoping for a 
| chance at a troop ship. 


Story of Work of Raiders. 


The only detailed account of the 
‘raiders’ work reaching Washington was 
ithat of the captain of the steamer Bris- 
| tol, which took the crew of the destroy- 

ed schooner Edward H. Cole to New 
the 
U-boat. The navy department issued 
‘the followinug report trom the master 
of the steamer: 
| “On June 2, at 4:30 p. m., I sighted a 
life boat with eleven men, the crew 
‘of the American schooner Edward H. 
' Cole, the Cole having been sunk by a 
,Submarine at 3:30 p. m. ,about 50 miles 
‘southeast of Barnegat Light. At 4:30 
'p. m., when about 38 milés southeast of 
| Barnegat I sighed the submarine at 
about 500 yards, heading direct for the 
Bristol. 1 managed to outrun him and 
reached New York. 
; “The crew of the Edward H. Cole say 
the submarine was about 200 feet long 
and was armed with two rifles, five or 
six inch. About 3 p. m., June 2, when 
50 miles southeast of Barnegat Light 
the Cole sighted the submarine on the 
Starboard bow at 2,000 yards. He-cir- 
cled around, came up on the port side, 
and his commander told the captain and 
crew of the Cole to get in their boats, 
saying he was going to sink the ves- 
sel. He then came aboard and examin- 
ed the ship’s papers, and at the same 
time gave the captain 7% minutes to 
leave the ship. 

“He told the captain to get 
,clothes, but the captain was too busy 
getting boats ready to leave: the ship. 
About. 15 minutes after the crew got 
away from the Cole it sank. Four 
bombs were placed on the vessel, two 
on each: side, and some were placed 
about the deck. The submarine stayed 
still until the crew of the schooner 
rowed to the northwest. ‘One hour 
later, when about 4 miles off from the 
submarine, another steamship appear- 
ed close up to the submarine, which 
fired five times, before she altered her 
course,’ the men of the Cole reported. 
‘The ship then changed her course, di- 
rectly opposite, and, after running a 
short distance stopped. About. 15 min- 
utes afterwards, we heard explosions in 
{the water. About 6:30 p. m. we heard 
ifiring a little more to the southward, 
and about the same time we heard fir- 
ing to the westward. About 8 we were 
picked up by the Bristol, and heard 
more firing to the southward.’” 


More Than One Raider. 


Mr. Daniels pointed out to members 
of the naval committee that the state- 
ment of the captain of the Cole that he 
had seen the periscope of a second 
U-boat was the only report indicating 
that more than one raider was off the 
coast. The close proximity of the sink- 
ings to each other, with the exception 
of those several days ago off the Vir- 
ginia capes indicates the activities ofa 
single submarine, which has consistent- 
ly saved its supply of torpedoes and 
used only bombs and gunfire so far as 
known. 

The secretary said the department 
had received many unconfirmed reports 
of U-boat off the coast recently. He 
mentioned also unconfirmed reports of 
an action between destroyers and a 
U-boat. : 

The first reports today ereated the 
impression in some quarters that a 
‘U-boat base had been established some 
where to the south from which raiders 
were operating. Mr. Daniels told the 
commiteee he did not share that view. 
As the day passed the indications were 
.said to be more in favor of the opinion 
that the raider came direct from a 
base in Germany to which it was pre- 
paring to return when it threw aside 
efforts at concealment yesterday and 
openly attacked the Cole and _ other 
vessels. 

Satisfaction is found in the fact that 
so far as known there has been only 
one casualty among the crews of the 
American ships destroyed. Hope is felt 
that good news will be heard from the 
Carolina’s passengers and crew before 
another day has passed. 

Apparently the Germans took care in 
each instance to give the crews a 
chance for their lives. Holding men 
aboard the raider under the conditions 
that surrounded her was an wnusual 
display of humanity, it was pointed out, 
which did not conform to German prac- 
tices in European war zones, 


Germans Seek Advertising. 


The fact that these prisoners were 
later released and sent ashore lent color 
to the idea that once the mask was off, 
the Germans wished to advertise their 
doings off the coast to the fullest pos- 
sible extent. 

The attack on the Cole was well 
timed, it was noted, with the probable 
arrival on shore of the men released by 
the raider. In fact, there were indica- 
tions thag the whole program of yes- 
terday and today was designed to im- 
|}press the American people by its sud- 
denness and the number of craft report- 
ef destro¢ed, within a few hours’ time. 
Apparently, time for the arrival of the 
released men was calculated and the 
open attack started so as to become 
known at about the same moment. 

Another evidence of the object of the 
raid other than to destroy shipping and 
set up a blockade on this side of the 
ocean was seen in the type of U-boat 
described. A 200-foot vessel would be 
‘an 800-tonner, similar to the 0-53, which 
visited the United States before the 
war, calling at Newport and leaving a 
tral of sunken allied merchant craft 
behind as she sguttled for home. The

The highest estimate of 
German divisions used in the present 
attack does not pass fifty, and it is 
a matter of common agreement that 
at least an equal: number are available 
for a new drive wherever the German 
high command may choose to put them 
in. And we may safely guess that the 
German blow will be delivered against 


that portion of line which has been! 


most weakened to meet the present 
emergency. 
Meaning of German Successes. 

With the pause in the present opera- 
tion comes the opportunity to analyze 
a little the meaning of three unmis- 
takable successes scored*by the Ger- 
mans in the first ten wetks of the cam- 
paign of 1918. It is plain that we are 
now in a transitional period between 
the war of position, which endured from 
the close of the first battle of Ypres 
to the opening of thé second battle of 
the Somme and a war of movement, 
comparable with the campaign from 
Liege to the Marne. It is manifest 
that the Germans have devised or de- 
veloped a method of attack which seems 
bound to transform the whole char- 
acter of operations at the present time. 

German successes so far analyzed and 
weighed by comparisons with the pre- 
vious efforts in three years of trenclhy 
warfare have made a profound impres- 
sion upon the allied mind. It is im- 
possible to escape the fact that a wave 
of pessimism and depression has fol- 
lowed the several advances made by 
the Germans. Yet in the larger meas- 
ure this: has been due to the fact that 
we are still thinking in terms of trench 
warfare—of a war of position—while 
the character of the war was changed. 

The events of the past ten weeks shed 
a new light upon the stern operations 


of Germany. It is clear now that Ger- 


man successes against Russia, against 
Rumania, against Serbia, were due not 
merely to the fact that Russian, Ru- 
manian and Serbian armies were in- 
ferior to French or British; that the 
artillery and munitions of eastern al- 
lies were inadequate. It is beginning 
to be patent that in their eastern op- 
erations the Germans devised a sys- 
tem of warfare which, tried in the west, 
first against Italy last fall and now in 
France—in Picardy, Flanders, and

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thus even before the battle of the 
Marne the main German purpose had 
failed, as was revealed in that gigantic 
struggle. 

Now, it is essential to remember that, 
despite the local, considerable disap- 
pointing successes of the Germans in 
their new campaign, they have so far 
failed to destroy any appreciable por- 
tion of the allied military force, which 
was equal in numbers to the Germans 
at the outset. We may conjecture that 
the allied strategy has been defective; 
that there has been a failure to hold the 
Germans on the trench lines from Nieu- 
port to Rheims, comparable with the 
failure in 1914 to hold the Germans be- 
tween Mons and Mulhausen. But the 
defeats of 1918 have been far less dis- 
astrous than in 1914, and those earlier 
reverses turned out to be indecisive. 

There is a balance to be struck in 
the minds of those watching this great 
struggle between an exaggeration of 
the enemy’s successes and an accurate 
appraisable value of his achievement. 
He has two things to accomplish; He 
must conquer will and the morale of 
the French and British peoples, and 
he must smash their military estab- 
lishments. He must do it during this 
season of campaigning, and after a 
third of his allotted time has expired 
he has done neither. He has not been 
more successful in eastern France than 
was Napoleon in 1813 in eastern Ger- 
many. Yet Napoleon lost Leipsic and 
the Germans crossed the Rhine at the 
end of 1813. 

German Gains Costly. 

The German is paying for his gains 
by losses which equal, if they do not 
exceed; the cost fo the allies, and each 
month the allied losses are being made 
up in large measure by the arrival of 
American troops, while the German is 
compelled to draw upon his own popu- 
lation to meet his losses. Some day 
he must risk all in an effort to trans- 
late his local successes into a supreme 
victory. In the days of the Marne 
he had used up his reserves in ad- 
vance of decisive battle. This is the 
peril for him now, and this is the 
object of  Foch’s strategy. If the 
minor successes cost the Germans too 
much they will be unable to deal the 
great blow at the end. 

At the present moment the German 
advance has approached but not yet 
quite reached the old battléfield of the 
Ourcq, where Manoury opened the bat- 
tle of the Marne. The French lines now 
rest upon the great forests of the com- 
piegne and Villers-Cotterets. The 
flanks are securely resting upon the 
Oise and the Marne. Time has been 
allowed Foch to concentrate adequate 
reserves between Paris and the im- 
periled front. The railroads in this 
section were constructed to meet ex- 
actly this situation, and every advan- 
tage of communication is now with the 
the French.

GERMANS USING 
FRESH TROOPS. 


Paris, June 3.—The battle in France 
was resumed with great intensity dur- 
ing the night and the course of the day, 
according to the war office announce- 
ment this evening. The Germans, with 
fresh troops, attacked between the 
Oise and the Ourcg with redoubled vio- 
lence. 
| “The Germans have been checked 
west of Soissons,’’ continues the state- 
ment. “We recaptured Faverolles.” 

‘In the region south of Ville-en-Tar- 
denois, the Franco-British troops main- 
tained all their gains north of Cham- 
plat. 

“For the fifth time we recaptured 
Mount Choisy. All the enemy’s  at- 
tempts between the Oise and the Aisne, 
notably north of Moulin-Sous-Touvent 
and Vingre failed. 

“Between the Aisne and the Ourcqg 
the Germans made desperate efforts to 
penetrate the Villers-Cotterets forest 
from the north and east. Our troops 
heroically sustained the shock of the 
enemy attacks and broke their advance, 
inflicting sanguinary losses on them.” 

The French day statement reads: 


“Our troops continued their counter 
attacks during the night along the 
whole front between the Ourcq and the 
Marne and gained ground ‘at several 
points. A violent German attack de- 
livered on both sides of the road be- 
tween Chateau Thierry and Paris was 
broken up by the French fire south- 
east of Bouresches. Everywhere else 
the French maintained their positions. 

“ThHe-losses suffered by the enemy in 
these actions were heavy. The French 
took hundreds of prisoners.” 


BRITISH GAIN 
IN FLANDERS. 


London, June 3.—The British last 


night gained ground slightly in a local 


operation on the northern side of the 
Flandets salient, the war office an- 
nounces. ‘Nearly 200 prisoners were 
taken. 

The statement follows: 

“Successful local operations were car- 
ried out by our troops last night in 
the neighborhood of Vieux Berquin and 
Merris. Our line has been advanced 
slightly at these points and 193 prison- 
ers and a number of machine guns and 
trench mortars have been captured by 
us. Our casualties were light. 

“Successful raids resulting in the 
capture of twenty prisoners, three ma- 
chine guns and a trench motor were 
carried out by us also southeast of 
Arras, northwest of Lens and west of 
Merville.

NdX MURDER TRIAL

The trial of Bartow Nix, charged with 
the murder of Les Alexander and Jesse 
Everidge, began in Muscogee county 
superior court here this morning.

PROTEST T0 M'ADOO 


Shop Workers Predict Many 
Strikes if Wage Scale: Is 
Not Increased — Men Are 
Greatly Disappointed. 


Washington, June 3.—Representatives 


of 500,000 railway shopmen today asked 


the railroad commission not to put into 
effect the new wage scale without up- 
ward revision for their crafts, saying 
great dissatisfaction would be ereated, 
and intimating that it might be impos- 
sible to avoid many strikes. 

Appearing before the board of rail- 
road wages and working conditions at 
its first hearing, spokesmen for the six 
shop trades declared they had found 
it difficult to work out a wage scale 
on the basis of the director general’s 
order and that extreme disappointment 
existed among all men who had read it. 
They urged speedy action to revise the 
scale in order to prevent employees 
from going to shipyards within the next 
week or two. 

The lure of the shipyards is so great, 
the labor representatives said, that 
thousands of railroad machinists, car 
men and other shop employees for 
weeks have been persuaded to stay 
with the raflroads only with the great- 
est difficulty. They feared a general 
exodus of employees if the new scale 
order is put into effect immediately. 
Men would find, they said, that the 
increases were much less than ex- 


pected. 
The shop men renewed their demands 


as presented to the railroad wage com- 
mission for a minimum of 75 cents an 
hour for machinists, blacksmiths, sheet 
metal workers, electricians, car men 
with four years or more experience and 
boilermakers, and a minimum of 56% 
cents for car men with less than four 
years experience; an eight-hour stand- 
ard day, six days work a week, and 
time and a half for over time. These 
demands represented an increase of 
about 40 per cent above existing wayes. 

They told the board that with higher 
wages, longer vacations, extra pay for 
undesirable work, and many bonuses in 
shipyards, forced them to consider Di- 


rector McAdoo’s wage order as “unjust, 
unfair and inequitable,” as applied to 
them. The scale would wipe out all 
the wage reforms, particularly the 
elimination of differentials, affected 
since December, 1915. 

The hearing will be resumed tomor- 
row. 

G. H. Sims, chairman of the board, 
explained that Director General Mc- 
Adoo has announced to “see justice done 
to railroad men,” and urged patience 
on the part of all employees. Other 
representatives of railroad labor will 
be heard later. 


AMERICAN NURSES 
TO DARE GERMAN BOMBS 


Washington, June 3.—The deliberate 
bombing of hospitals by German fliers 
will not deter American nurses from 
seeking service in France, said Mies 
Jane A. Delano, director of the depart- 
ment of nursing of the Red Cross, in 
a statement today. 

“The persistent bombing of Red 
Cross hospitals just as our drive to ob- 
tain enrollment of military nurses be- 
gins, may be a coincidence,” said Miss 
Delano. ‘If, however, the Germans 
believe that such methods will have 
any effect in deterring American 
nurses from volunteering for hospital 
work, they are badly mistaken. 

“Tactics of frightfulness will mere- 
ly send more and more to them to 
back up our men. If it is the German 
intention of frightening our women 
they will find that American women 
do not know how to retreat any more 
than do our boys in Picardy. The en- 
rollment of nurses will be American 
womanhood’s answer.” 


GREAT AERIAL BATTLE 
NORTHWEST OF TOUL 


Three U. S. Planes Fight Six 
German Planes and Win--One 
German Plane Dropped. 


With the American Army ip France, 
June 3.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Lieutenant Sumner Sewall, of Bath, 
Maine, today shot down an enemy two- 
seated airplane inside the American 
lines northwest of Toul, after a thrill- 
ing fight in which six German and 
three American planes participated. 


One of the American patrol flights 
was intercepted and attacked. For fif- 
teen minutes the machine guns rattled 
and many soldiers on the ground stood 
and watched the maneuvers of the air- 
craft. They saw one enemy leave the 
formation and an American chaser 
Pounce upon it. Both aviators were 
firing. The American machine was hit 
twice, but was not damaged. The 
American pilot is certain that he hit 
the German, which then started to re- 
treat. ; 

It was here that Lieutenant Sewall 
dashed into the fray. He fought down 
the German from 5,000 metres to 200 
metres, and finally brought it down in 
a field,

was taken to Toul and set up im the 
square of the town on exhibition 

In three other fights today German 
machines were driven off. In this 
fighting the American pilots believe 
they got at least one enemy bi-plane. 


KAISER WILLIAM GOES 
CLOSE TO FIRING-LINE 


Amsterdam, June 3.—Emperor Wil- 
liam went close to the firing line dur- 
ing his visit to the new battle front 
last week, according to an account of 
the trip written by the emperor's fa- 
vorite correspondent, Karl Rosner. of 
The Lokal Anzeiger, of Berlin. The 
emperor inspected the captured posi- 


tions along the Chemin des Dames and 
at Fort Conde conversed with General 
von Boehm. 

“The emperor watched the fighting 
near Soissons,” Rosner continues, “and 
several times went very close to this 
town, where a large fire was raging. 
He was recognized by troops just 
ready to march into battle. 

“The emperor addressed them brief- 
ly on the military situation and the 
advance to the ne. The troops 
cheered him loudly. The emperor then 
was driven to Berry-au-Bac. Many 
times he expressed his admiration for 
the bravery and ability of his troops.”

| There was a surplus of almost 9$0,- 
000,000 bushels from last ‘year’s potato 
crop. What a pity that we cannot load 
this food that we have in plenty on a 
raft, eet it afloat in the direction of 
the allies, and then dismiss all respon- 
sibility. That, at least, seems to be as 
far as some people care to assume any 
food responsibility in this war. 

But that cannot be done. Potatoes 
are nearly 80 per cent water. The’ 
handling and transport of a food so 
bulky and so quick to spoil is a seri- 
ous problem even in normal times. Now, 
with every inch of shipping space 
worth its measure in gold, to send po- 
tatoes abroad in any quantity is quite 
out of the question. ; 

What, then, are we to do with these 
bushels and bushels that are still un- 
marketed? Let them sprout in the cel- 
lars and rot in the bins? By no means. 

“Eat another potato” should become | 


| as much of a patriotic slogan in com- 
munities where there is a large potato 
supply as “buy a Liberty bond.” They 
both serve the same purpose; they are 
helping to win the war. 

The saving of wheat has been asked 
of the American people as a military 
measure. In those sections of the coun- 
try where potatoes are plentiful they 
should be made one of the chief sub- 
stitutes for wheat And it should be 
done now. The consumption of pota- 
toes should be almost doubled these 
next six weeks to prevent their waste. 
An éxtra potato eaten every meal will 
release almost two ounces of wheat per 
day per person. 

It becomes us, then, Ifke good sol- 
diers, to concentrate for the next few 


weeks on potatoes, wherever they are 
plentiful, and to deny ourselves wheat, 
of which there is no surplus to send 
abroad, except as we save it from our 
own ration.

erty. 

Now the boys are to go further away 
from home. They have been straining 
at the leash for many months, watch- 
ing other regiments leave and hunger- 
ing for their chance to show their met- 
tle. That chance is coming soon and 
that they will acquit themselves as 
heroic men, no’one doubts. 

Some day they will come home 
again—come home to stay. Then what 
a glorious welcome they will receive. 

The heart of all Atlanta goes with 
them “over there” and, no matter what 
befalls, they will carry with them at 
all times, not only the colors given by 
the “old home town,” but the spirit of 
their “ain folks’ the spirit that never 
knew defeat and that will “carry on,” 
until the boys come marching home, 
with victory perched upon the battle-

Governor Wires Prominent Of- 
ficials and Captains of Indus- 
try to Attend Canal Meet. 


Before leaving Dublin last night 
to attend a tractor demonstration to- 
day, Governor Dorsey invited a num- 
ber of prominent men of affairs in the 
United States to attend the confer- 
ence at St. Mary’s, Ga. June 10-11, look- 
ing to the construction of the proposed 
St. Mary’s-St. Mark’s canal. 

Several of the 13 governors invited 
have already replied to the invitation 
of Governor Dorsey, expressing a hope to 
either be present or have a representa- 
tive present, and it looks now that 
this will be a largely attended confer- 
ence, with a personnel seldom, if ever, 
gathered before in Georgia. 

The governor's telegram of last night, | 
and to whom sent, follows: — 


Atlanta, Ga., June 3, 1918. 

I earnestly request that you so arrange 
your engagements as to make it possible for 
you to meet me, together with a number of 
business men of national prominence, and 
the governors of thirteen other southern 
and central states, or so many of them as 
can attend, at St. Mary’s, Ga, on June 10 
and 11. The matter to be considered is, in 
my judgment, after full personal investi- 
gation of pressing importance in aid of the 
successful prosecution of the war.

EXPRESS DIVSIN 


Under Merger Plan Every 
Man in Service in Atlanta 
Will Be Retained—Alston 
Explains Situation. 


As indicated Monday by announce- 
ment of Robert C. Alston, counsel for 
the Southern Express company, Atlanta 
will become headquarters for one of the 
five great departments into which the 
United States has been divided under 
the new plan by which all the express 
companies in the country are to be con- 
solidat into one organization to at- 
tain a greater standard of efficiency 
to meet the necessities arising out of 
war. 

The department of which Atlanta 
will become the central point of opera- 
tion, will comprise all the territory 
south of the Ohio and Potomac rivers 
and east of.the line of the MDlinois 
Central railroad in Mississippi, and Mr. 
Alston is already engaged in the work 
of reorganization, much of which task 
will be assigned him. 

Executives Keep Places. 

Executives of the merged express 
companies will retain their positions 
under the consolidated organization and 
will direct the operations of the new 
\company. This is a different situation 
from that of the railroads, which are 
under government control and are ad- 
ministered under government supervi- 
sion, and also under the new organiza- 
tion of the express companies the gov- 
ernment will have no further interest 
in the system than to get a per cent 
of the earnings. According to state- 
ments of Mr. Alston all-the employees 
of the express companies in Atlanta 
will be taken care of, although in a 
number .of cities throughout the coun- 
try many will be thrown out of em- 
ployment, since several companies 
maintain separate offices in those cities. 

E. M. Williams, former vice president 
of the Adams and Southern Express 
companies, has been appointed as head 
of the southeastern department, with 
eadquarters in Atlanta, and is expected 
to take active charge about July 1. Mr. 
Williams entered the employ of the 
Southern Express company when but 
a lad, and gradually worked himself up 
through the various departments to 
his present position. 

Mr. Alston will be retained as coun- 
sel for the southeastern department 
under the new system. 

Capital of $33,000,000. 

“The new company, for which no 
name has been chosen as yet, will have 
a capitalization of $33,000,000, of which 
$3,000,000 is in cash and the balance the 
value of the tangible property of the 
various companies,” said Mr. Alston. 

“Since the government has taken over 
control of the railroads, the franchises 
held by the express companies now have | 


no money value and all tangible proper- 
ty was taken in on the basis of its de- 
preciation on November 30, 1917. Prop- 
erty acquired since that date is taken 
at its “value less depreciation for the 
term it has been in use. 

“The government gets 5% per cent 
of the gross transportation charges 
of the new company, in lieu of the 
charges paid to the railroad companies 
under the old regime. Of the remain- 
ing 49.75 per cent, the company keeps 
6 per cent as & primary dividend and 
a fund equal to 10 per cent of the capi- 
tal stock is set aside to guarantee this 
dividend. The next 2 per cent of the 
earnings is equally divided between the 
government and the company, while the 
next 3 per cent is divided one-third to 
the company and two-thirds to the gov- 
ernment. All the remainder is ap- 
portioned one-fourth to the company 
and three-fourths to the government. 

“All the companies will retain the 
right to issue money orders, which will 
be made out by the new company, but 
for the account of the various systems.” 

The details of organization were 
being arranged Monday at a special 
meeting of executives held in New York 
and announcement of the result was 
expected to be made in a day or two. 


FLAX SUCCESSFULLY

‘UNDER NEW DRAFT CALL 


Fulton Must Furnish 80 and 
Atlanta 1,767 Men for 
Service. 


Major Joel B. Mallett, in charge of 
the selective service in Georgia, has 
compiled the net current quota for this 
state under the new regulations effec- 
tive June LL. The quota amiounts to a 
total of 17,395, of which 8,000 have been 
called to report on June 19 and 29th, 
respectively. The first 4,000, to report 
during the first five days beginning 
June 19, are colored; the second 4,000, 
beginning June 29, are white 

The apportionment of the net current 
quota among the several counties 
shows that Fulton county must furnish 
80 men exclusive of Atlanta, and that 
the local boards in Atlanta must fur- 
nish men as follows: No. 1, 478; No. 2, 
257; No. 3, 103; No. 4, 521; Na 5, 112; 
No. 6, 120; No. 7, 176. 

Chatham County’s Quota. 

Chatham county is to furnish 163 
men exclusive of Savannah, and Sa- 
vannah Board No. 1, 55 men, and No. 
2, 168 men. 

Bibb county is to furnish 107 men, 
exclusive of Macon, and Macon No. l, 
& men, and No. 2, 6 men. 

The large number of men already 
inducted into service by some of the 
local boards in Macon and elsewhere in 
the state is responsible for the small 
number now called under the new net 
quota. 

Many changes in the selective serv- 
ice lists are to be made at once. There 
will be new examinations for all nor- 


mal Class 1 men who have been given ; 


deferred classificataion, and closer in- 
vestigation of all dependency claims 
will be made. 

One of the features of the new sys- 
tem is the @omplete abolition of the 


method used in the past of basing cur- 
rent quotas according to population. 

All calls in the future will be made 
from Class 1 and thorough investiga- 
tions will be made as to the merits 
of deferred classifications, and the ad- 
dition to this class of all persons who 
are found eligible. This will mean 
re-examination of practically every 
registrant in Georgia, and retrials all 
appeals of dependency, and other repre- 
sentations to the boards which have 
caused registrants to be placed in 
classes lower than Class 1.

. THE SUBMARINE RAID. 


Yesterday’s reports of German U-boat 
raids on American shipping just off our own 
shores are intended to throw our people into 
a state of panic—but the Huns don’t know 
us! 

' There is nothing to be gained in trying 
to minimize the seriousness of such a daring 
exploit on the Hun’s part; but it will by no 
means give rise to pessimism. 

It will have just the opposite effect. 

Of course, the enemy’s fundamental ob- 
jective in this desperate nautical venture is 
to disrupt the morale of the American peo- 
ple, to frighten them to an extent that. will 
give rise to a demand that our naval units— 
or most of them—now in service in the 
eastern Atlantic be brought home to protect 
our own coast, and such a shifting of our 
naval strength would be followed by a great 
naval movement on the part of the enemy 
on the other side. 

At all events, there is only one duty 
ahead of the American people in this connec- 
tion, and that is to “sit steady,” keep cool, 
let Washington alone and trust to the wis- 
dom and the ability of our authorities to 
cope with any situation that may arise. 

Whatever the game of the kaiser may be 
he will be beaten at it in this instance, as 
he has in the past in others. 


BUILDING SHIPS. 


American-built ships are sliding down the 
ways and into the two oceans at a rate which 
a year ago was deemed impossible. 

Since the government took hold of the 
business in deadly earnest shortly after we 
entered the war ship-building records have 
kept tumbling, and, especially since Charles 
M. Schwab was put at the head of the Emer- 
gency Fleet corporation, time records have 
been made which probably will stand as an 
enduring monument to American industry, 
ingenuity and craftsmanship. : 

As pointed out recently by The Emer- 
gency Fleet News, “it was not so long ago 
that a steel vessel, launched in ninety days, 
aroused comment from coast to coast;” but 
it was not long after the creation of the 
Emergency FTeet corporation that ship- 
builders of the northwest began slipping 
steel ships into the water in eighty days. 

Finally, one of them, a Seattle firm, 
“went out after the record,” and got it—by 
launching a vessel early in April in sixty-six 
days. That was followed by a rival construc- 
tion firm putting one into the water in sixty- 
one days, and the first firm “came back” by 
launching another in the remarkable time of 
fifty-five working days. 

This feat was construed as a challenge 
of the Pacific coast to the Atlantic, dnd the 
workmen in the Camden plant of the New 
York. Shipbuilding corporation expressed 
eagerness to take it up. The management of 
the plant, with almost astonishing precision, 
estimated—and so reported to the govern- 
ment—that the Tuckahoe, of approximately 
5,550 tons, could be built in twenty-seven 
days, four hours and fifty minutes! 

The work was done and the Tuckahoe 
announced ready for launching on May 65, in 
twenty-seven days, two hours and ten min- 
utes! , 7 

At the launching ceremonies Director 
General Schwab made a speech to the 
“boys” who built the Tuckahoe, in which he 


said— 

‘Boys, you have delivered the most 
decisive blow that has been given our 
enemy in many months. The news will 
fly around the world that in 27 working 
days American workmen have built a 
big ship. It will be bad news for Ger- 
many. 

‘Now, I want to say that the credit 
for this magn#ficent record belongs to 
you men and the management of. this 
yard. Washington deserves no credit. 
Washington owes a debt of gratitude to 
you. The glory is all yours, and I shall 
be the first to see that you get it. 

“Boys, in going around the magnifi- 
cent shipbuilding plants in the Philadel- 
phia district, I have been struck with the 
energy, loyalty, enthusiasm and patriot- 
ism of the workmen. No better men exist 
anywhere in the world than those in the 
United States. 

“Go to it, and see that the seas are 
filled with American ships. 

“See that your hearts are filled with 
patriotism, and say ‘To hell with the 
kaiser’ every time you drive a rivet.” 

Evidently the spirit of to-hell-with-the- 

kaiser-with-every-rivet has gripped the hearts 
of the workmen in the naval construction 
yards, for out at Mare Island, Cal., they 
have just launched a torpedo boat destroyer 
that was built in seventeen days from the 
laying of the keel! 

Secretary Daniels said that before the 
United States went to war the average time 
for the construction of a destroyer was 
eleven months! 

. All of which illustrates what can be done 
under efficient direction, co-operation and 
the stimulus of true patriotism! 

Corresponding, and equally as reassuring 
and inspiring, speed records have been 
made during the last year, and are being 
made, in practically every other branch of 
our national war activities. Everywhere 
and in every line it is the same spirit of 
helpfulness, co-ordination of effort and de- 
termination to choke the “beast of Berlin” 
that puts the American people’s various bel- 
ligerent undertakings “over the top” in 
record-smashing time. 

It is that same spirit which will, as cer- 


tain as fate, bring victory to our arms.

Senator Brown Says Repeal 
The Neal Primary Law 


Editor Constitution: I have read with in- 
terest the letter of C. R. Hardy appearing 
in The Constitution of May 30, last, in refer- 
ence to the provisions gf the Neil primary 
law, in which letter the writer says: “This 


R’S, 
WHAT PART OF THE STATE HE MAY 
LIVE.” 

As a member of the state senate, I had 
the honor to introduce in the senate a sub- 
stitute for this Neil bill, which substitute 
provided for a state-wide primary election 
to nominate candidates for @overnor and 


United States senators by a majority vote 
of the whole people qualified to vote in such 
primary election, disregarding county units, 
and in case no candidate shall receive a ma- 
jority at such primary election the two can- 
didates receiving the highest number of 
votes for governor or United States senator 
in such primary election to be voted for at 
a second primary, the object of said substi- 
tute being that a majority of the people 
shall determine who shall be the successful 
candidate for governor or United States sen- 
ator. To the best of my ability I endeavored 
to demonstrate the evils which would neces- 
sarily grow out of the operation of the Neil 
primary election law as proposed by Mr. 
Neil, the author of the law in question, in 
a lengthy discussion of my substitute in the 
senate. I also call attention to the fact that 
this substitute eliminated the state conven- 
tion about which one faction of the demo- 
cratic party in Georgia are wont to make 
so much complaint. Only twelve members of 
the state senate voted for the principle 
sought to be written into the statutes of this 
state by the adoption of this substitute. 

The fear of the election of Thomas W. 
Hardwick to succeed himself in the United 
States senate as expressed by Mr. Hardy and 
by your Washington correspondent, Mr. 
James A. Hollomon, merely emphasizes the 
position which the undersigned took as a 
member of the state senate when this Neil 
bill was forced upon the people by the fac- 
tion of the democratic party to which I have 
already referred. The adoption of the coun- 
ty unit system of holding democratic pri- 
maries in 1914, although objected to by Hard- 
wick, is and was directly responsible for his 
nomination in 1914. 

But, why attempt to amend this law now, 
and at this particular time, after the cam- 
paign for the nomination of United States 
senator has already commenced, and after 
five candidates have announced? The polit- 
ical enemies of Hardwick forced this un- 


‘democratic law on our statute books, and 


while I am opposed to the nomination of 
Hardwick, I still believe in fair play in poli- 
tics as well as in business. If we are all 
ready to acknowledge the grave error com- 
mitted by the majority of the general assem- 
bly of orgia in the passage of this un- 
American and undemocratic election law, let 
the same be repealed at the next seasion of 
the general assembly and pass a law which 
will let the people of Georgia by a majority 
determine who shall be candidates in Geor- 
gia for governor and United States senator, 
making the individual voter the unit rather 
than what is known as the ‘county unit.” 
The undersigned will join in the enactment 
of such a@ law, but will never vote to amend 


‘the present law which retains the “county 


unit’ feature.

Made by Brown. 


Commissioner Brown last night issued a 
signed statement in keeping with my talk 
with him earlier in the day, in which he not 
only sets at rest all of the rumors about his 
running for governor, but announces his can- 
didacy to succeed himself. It follows: 


To the People of Georgia: Several news- 
paper articles have appeared recently sug- 
gesting my probable candidacy for governor 
of the state to succeed Governor Dorsey, in 
case he should decline to enter the race for 
a second term. 

I have in no way entertained for a mo- 
ment the idea of becoming a candidate for 
governor in the approaching election. I sin- 
cerely hope that Governor Dorsey will see 
his way clear to serve the people for an- 
other term as governor. 

I would be untrue to my very nature if 
I were to fail to thank my friends most sin- 
cerely for the many letters and telegrams re- 
ceived since the publication of these news 
items, assuring me of their support for gov- 
ernor. 

To be governor of Georgia is an honor of 
which any citizen should feel proud! but in 
entering the race for commissioner of agri- 
culture I did so with the profound desire to 
render a real service to the agricultural in-

| THE POLICE COURT 
OF ATLANTA UNDER 
THE BONE-DRY LAW 


BY GORDON NOEL HURTEL,

A day never passes but what numerous 
citizens ask me if there is “anything doing” 
in the police court. Many have an idea that, 
under the state bone-dry law, business in 
the police court has about played out. I 
have, therefore, been moved to furnish this 
review of the court: 

There are being tried in the police court 
of Atlanta an average of 350 cases a week— 
just as many as were tried before the enact- 
ment of the bone-dry law. There are not as 
many drunks, plain or trimmed, Dut still 
most all of the old rounders and bums corn 
trive to get hold of some grade of liquor 
or a satisfying substitute, and they con- 
tinue to pay their regular visits to the 
court. 

The “Real Stuff" Is Scarce. 

Viewed from the police court angle, 
whisky is a very scarce article in Atlanta. 
Since the flow was stopped from Jackson- 
ville, FPla., a bottle of real bottled in bond 
whisky is rarely ever brought into court as 
evidence. What the imbibers are drinking is 
something which goes under the name of 
“corn liquor.” It is made of Chattahoochee 
river water, alcohol and potash. The potash 
is merely added to furnish a camouflage 
bead. This is poison, nothing more or less; 
but it is sold in violation of the prohibition 
law, since it is intoxicating. It makes drunk 
come quickly and cheaply, a consummation 
most devoutly wished by those who want to 
“tank up.” 

Under past or normal conditions, there 
would be a great falling off in the number 
of police cases because of the bone-dry law. 
Past conditions would eliminate military 
camps and automobiles. A few years ago 
there was no immigration to the city of 
camp followers, lewd women and gamblers, 
and there were no automobiles to violate the 
traffic laws every day and night. The extra 
cases caused by the arrest of camp followers 
and traffic law breakers offset the falling 
off in the number of arrests for drunken- 
ness. So the police court is still doing much 
business. 

Home Jags the Fashion. 

When I recently remarked to a_ well- 
known citizen that quite a large number of 
drunks was still tried in the police court, he 
exclaimed: 

“I don’t see how that can be, for I rarely 
ever see a man drunk on the streets.” 

“Yes,” I replied, “but the reason of that 
is because the fellow who is now arrested 
by the police for getting drunk goes home 
with his bottle and inflicts his jag on his 
family. Most calls for police for cases of 
drunkenness come from the homes.” 

Up to a few weeks ago, nearly every man 
and woman who was arraigned in the police 
court for being drunk stated that he or she 
had drunk cider. This was traced down by 
the city detectives, with the result that 
several barrels of “hard cider’ were located. 
It is well known that “hard” or fermented 
cider contains 6 or 7 per cent of alcohol, and 
produces intoxication. The cider was cap- 
tured and .destroyed, and now its sale is 
practically stopped in the city. 

A Source of Supply Cut Off. 

Before prohibition shut off the 
supply from Jacksonville, the police 
almost daily captures of trunks 
filled with all brands of liquor. 
was continuous and continual. Since the 
bung was put in that source things have 
been looking better in the police court, so 
far as intemperance is concerned. 

Drunkards are getting scarcer in Atlan- 
ta’s police court, and they will continue to 
get scarcer and scarcer as the prohibition 
chain is wound tighter about the throat of 
old Demon Rum; but we still have with us 
the gamblers, the sirens, the thieves, the 
scrappers, the blasphemers, the foul-mouth- 
ed, the malicious, the liars and the conten- 
tious, and all 
wrong-doers to fill up the pages of the police 
court docket. 

No, Mr. Inquiring Citizen, business is not 
falling off in the police court. Prohibition 
has done a great work, and will doubtless 
do a greater, but the police court, as long 
as the millennium is not booked, will con- 
tinue to do a thriving business at the old 
stand.

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Less Essential Industries 
-May Soon Be Curtailed and 


Non-Essential Eliminated, 
‘Says McClatchey. 


Less essential industries are to be 
curtailed where curtailment is neces- 
@ary and the unessentials are in direct 
line of elimination until the war is 
over, according to announcement Mon- 
day by Major D. F. McClatchey, execu- 
tive food administrator for Georgia, 
who has just returned from Washing- 
tom. The statement in an announce- 
ment from Mr. Hoover, given out 
through Mr. McClatchey, is that the 
burden at this time will. fall on the 
confectionery and soft drink industries, 
because of the lack of tonnage to trans- 
port raw sugar from abroad, and that 
mo assurance can be given as to the 
percentage of sugar that may be al- 
lotted for the three months beginning 
July 1. 

Following the receipt of a telegram 
from Mr. Hoover, Dr. Andrew M. Soule, 
federal food administrator for Georgia, 
announced Monday that all manufactur- 
ers of less essential food products using 
sugar must file their required state- 
ment with the food administration by 
June 10, covering sugar on hand and 
their requirements in the future. 

Mr. Hoover’s Telegram. 

A portion of Mr. Hoover’s telegram 
to Dr. Soule is as follows: 

“If their sugar on hand, plus the amount 
used to date is more than 80 per cent of the 
amount used by them from January to July, 
1917, such excess must be turned over to 

federal food administrator for his dis- 
position. 

“ *Please make it known that unless these 
reports are filed with you by June 10, no 
sugar will be allotted for the balance of 
1918 to the manufacturer failing to make 
such return. 

“ ‘In other words, if any manufacturer or 
commercial consumer has in stock a large 
amount of sugar and thinks thereby that he 
has no occasion to apply to the food admin- 
istration, and does not take cognizance of 
the rules, he will suffer the penalty for his 
failure, and is likely to be proceeded against 
as a hoarder in the meantime. 

(Signed) “HOOVER.” 

Reports of Violations. 

The following reports of enforce- 
ment on violations were also announced 
by Major D. F. McClatchey Monday: 

Schroeder-Schnaars company, Savan- 
nah, violation of sugar and flour regu- 
lations: in lieu of revocation of license 
for the period of the war, turned over 
to the Savannah chapter of the Red 
Cross a check for $1,000, closed their 
place of business for one week and 
posted the following notice: ‘‘We are 
closed on account of having violated 
food administration rules. Will open 
in one week and strictly observe all 
regulations in future.” 

B. lL. Ash, Gainesville, general mer- 
chant, selling sugar in excess quanti- 
ties, gives the Gainesville chapter of 
the Red Cross a check for $25. 

Pridgen Supply company, Broxton, 
buying sugar in excessive quantities 
and contrary to the method prescribed 
by the administration, check for $100 
to the Red Cross. 

John Banks, Lithonia, an individual 
consumer, hoarding sugar by buying 
the limit from each of several differ- 
ent merchants. An order issued to all 
dealers in Georgia making it a viola- 
tion for anybody to sell him any sugar 
in any quantity whatsoever for the 
period of the war, and warning to the 
public generally of application of the 
full penalty for non-observance of this 
order. This is the most rigid order 
issued applying to an individual since 
the declaration of war, the purpose of 
it being to effectively blacklist Banks 
until the war ends, so far as obtaining 
sugar is concerned. 

A. L. Burnett, Quitman, soda water, 
buying sugar from retail merchants 
without obtaining the required certifi- 
cate of purchases, $25 fine and a warn- 
ing that another violation will black- 
list him for the period of the war. A 
warning to all merchants of Quitman 
that to sell him without certificates 
will bring like penalty upon them. 

Peter Ostoposodis, Quitman, ice 
cream, purchasing excessive quantities 
of sugar and failure to obtain certifi- 
cates, $25 and warning that one more 
violation will blacklist him for the 
period of the war. 

F. H. Hudgens, Gafnesville, selling 
sugar in excessive quantities to indi- 
vidual consumers, $25 and warn that 
further violation will blacklist him for 
the period of the war. -

Judge Newman, who has devot- 
ed his life to the practice of law, after 
a few preliminary remarks on the 
preparation for and the practice of the 
profession, said: ( 

Urges Thorough Preparation. 

“I have endeavored thus briefly to im- 
press upon you the great importance of 
@ most thorough preparation for the 
practice of law before you actually 
hang out your shingle. It is a life of 
study and you must devote all your 
leisure time to this work. Great ques- 
tions are continually arising which in- 
terest not only the profession but the 
general public. You must watch these 
and keep in careful touch with’ the 
latest decisions of all the higher courts. 

“In entering upon the practice of law 
I would like to impress upon you in 
the beginning, the importance of estab- 
lishing a high standard of professional 
conduct. A lawyer owes to all with 
whom he comes in contact in his pro- 
fessional life honesty,’'candor, and per- 
fectly fair dealing in every way. Trick- 
ery in a lawyer, either by a misstate- 
ment of facts, by, withholding the 
truth, or intentionally creating a false 
impression in the way a statement is 
made, is soon discovered and that law- 
yer takes a very infavorable position 
in the profession. 

“Young men, I advise you to work 
hard and strive to make a’ reputation 
in this respect, and it will be worth 
more to you in your professional life 
than any mere temporary. advantage 
you might gain by going back on any 
agreement or the like. In dealing with 
your clients always be: perfectly fair 
and frank. I urge you in no way ever 
place yourself in a position where your 
client can afterwards reproach you for 
not having been perfectly open and 
straightforward with him as to his 
rights in his case. 


Always Keep Your Temper. 


“In trying cases in the courts al- 
ways keep your temper. This is al- 
most as important as knowledge of 
your case. Good humor, courtesy and 
pleasant conduct in the court room are 
of the utmost importance to the suc- 
cessful management of your case ‘ 
soft answer’ not only ‘turneth away 
wrath,’ in the courthouse, but it helps 
very much in the trial of a case. It 
will rarely, if ever, occur when a law- 
yer uses an unfortunate expression or 
makes an unkind remark, that he will 
not at once retract it, or explain it 
away, if it is met in the proper spirit. 
You owe this sort of conduct to your- 
self, your client and particularly to the 
court.” 

Judge Newman spoke to the young 
lawyers about every phase of the trial 
of a case in the court room from the 
time it begun to the nervous moment 
when the juror returns and the ver- 
dict is about to be given. He advised 
them to be frank and open in their 
dealings with the jurors and in their 
final argument and urged kind treat- 
ment of witnesses always. At the con- 
clusion of his talk to the young grad- 
uates he was loudly applauded.

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~BY AMERICAN AVIATOR 


Since April 14 They Have Shot 
Down 32 German Air- 
planes. 


With the American Army in France, 
June 3.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Compilations which the Associated Press 
obtained today show that the American 
aviators flying over the Toul sector 
have made an enviable record. Ameri- 
can pursuit units since April 14, when 
they started operations, have shot down 
at least 32 ememy airplanes. Seven- 
teen of this number were seqn and offi- 
cially confirmed by the French, while 
during the same period and counting 
the pilots who fell in flames today, 
only seven of our chaser flyers have 
been lost. 


Of these four weer killed, one by ac- 
cident, two are prisoners of the Ger- 
mans and the fate of today’s aviator is 
not known for certainty. 

The victories gained by the Ameri- 
cans are all the more important when 
it is considered that most of the enemy 
machines shot down have been biplanes, 
go that the loss in these cases has been 
doubly great for the Germans. All the 
American machines lost were mono- 
planes. 

While an American aviator was fight- 
ing a German today a bullet fired by 
his opponent traversed the length of 
the airplane and passed between the 
pilot’s legs. The bullet clipped a mag- 
neto wire, but otherwise no harm was 
done. 

Late Sunday evening a German plane 
was seen far above the clouds, at a 
height of perhaps 5,000 meters above a 
field on which were American aviators. 
Americans started in pursuit, but the 
German turned quickly and made good 
his escape. 

The machine was so high that the 
men within it were unable to see much, 
and at that altitude must have had on 
respirators. 

The Germans have learned the lesson 
that it is dangerous to try to operate 
over the American positions. Within 
the last few days the American units, 
in addition to patrolling the line, an- 
swering alarms and chasing off prowl- 
ing German airplanes, have taken the 
difficult task of protecting British 
bombing squadrons. 

This serves a dual purpose of pro- 
tecting the British and giving combat 
to the German pursuit machines which 
some times pursue the British. Several 
fights which have ended disastrously for 
the enemy have resulted. The British 
are strong in their praise of the skill 
and the daring of the young American 
fliers. 


AMERICAN PLANE 


FAILS TO RETURN. 

Washington, June 3.—Air raids in 
which one enemy machine was brought 
down and one American plane failed 
to return were reported in tonight’s 
communique from the American expe- 
ditionary headquarters in France. 

The statement, dated today, follows: 

“Patrolling was active in Picardy and 
in Lorraine. Artillery fighting occurred 
in Lorraine and in the Woevre. 
number of points there were air raids. 
In these combats our aviators shot 
down a hostile machine. One of our 
planes is missing.’ ’

SUDDEN DEATH STRIKES 
PRESIDENT OF PANAMA 


Panama, June 3.—Ramon Valdez, 
president of Panama, died suddenly this 
afternoon. The cause of death has not 
been made public. Dr. Valdez apparent- 
ly was in good health just prior to his 
death, and it is thought that probably 
he was stricken with apoplexy. 

First Designate Dr. Ciro Urriota will 
succeed to the office of president. 


Dr. Valdez, who in 1912 was Panama 
minister to the United States, was elect- 
ed to the presidency of Panama in 1916. 
He had previously held the office of 
second vice president and minister of 
government and justice. . 

On April 7, 1917, President Valdez 
signed a proclamation committing Pan- 
ama unreservedly to the assistance of 
the United States in the defense of the 
canal, and at the same time he cancell- 
ed the exequaturs of all German con- 
suls in Panama. The proclamation was 
issued after President Valdez had sent 
a message to President Wilson indors- 
ing the American action in declaring 
a stdte of war with Germany.

Canadian Order Limits Hold- 
ings of Wheat and Sagar. 


A Canadian order in council pro- 
vides that no person, with the exc®p- 
tion of manufacturers of flour, bakers, 
confectioners, wholesale or retail deal- 
ers, or persons living at a greater dis- 
tance than two miles from a licensed 
dealer, shall hold or have in his pos- 


session or under his control more flour, 
made wholly or in part from wheat, 
than is sufficient for his ordinary re- 
quirements for a period not exceeding 
15 days. 

Anyone living at a distance greater 
than two miles and less than five miles 
from a licensed dealer may hold or con- 
trol flour made wholly or in part from 
wheat up tg an amount sufficient for 
his ordinary requirements for a period 
not exceeding 30 days. Anyone living 
more than five and less than ten miles 
from a licensed dealer may have suf- 
ficient for his ordinary requirements 
up to 60 days, while a person living 
more than 10 miles from such a dealer 
may have sufficient for his ordinary 
requirements for a period up to 120 
days.
